DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment and response filed on 1 1/3/2009 has been entered and 
overcomes the rejections to the claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . Claims 1 , 2, 4-1 8 and 35-54 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claim 1 , the prior art of record neither shows nor suggest a transflective 
display device comprised of, in part, one OLED device (first) at the side of the substrate 
opposite the rough surface and at least one OLED device (second) at the side of the 
substrate with the rough surface, along with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

Regarding independent claims 8 and 35, the prior art of record neither shows nor 
suggest a transflective display device comprised of, in part, a first OLED disposed on a 
substrate having a rough surface, the first OLED including a reflective conductive layer 
having its shape imparted by the shape of the surface roughness on the substrate, 
along with the rest of the limitations of the claim(s). 

Due to their dependency, claims 2, 4-7, 9-18, and 36-54 are necessarily 
allowable.
